PRAGUE (AP) - A top So­ 
viet diplomatic trouble shooter 
was in Prague for political talks 
today as the Soviet press com­ 
plained that Czechoslovak lib­ 
erals are still not steering close 
enough to the Moscow line. 
F irst Deputy Foreign Minister 
Vasily Kuznetsov, who arrived 
Friday, began meeting immedi­ 
ately with Czechoslovak Presi­ 
dent Ludvlk Svoboda. Their dis­ 
cussions were described as “ a 
frank and comradely exchange** 
on relations between tee two 
countries. In Communist ter­ 
minology, “frank** means they 
disagreed. 
The 
government - controlled 
Soviet press has made plain the 
Kremlin's displeasure at what it 
considers the Czechoslovaks* 
lack of speed in carrying out 
their part of the Moscow accord 
_ a clampdown on liberaliza­ 
tion. In return, Soviet occupa­ 
tion forces are to leave when 
the 
situation “ normalizes.** 
The Soviet news agency Tass 
said Friday the “ appearance of 
normalization** would not be 
enough. 
Tass said Soviet troops cannot 
be withdrawn from Czechoslo­ 
vakia until conditions are “ cre­ 
ated which would exclude tee 
possibility of actions by coun­ 
terrevolutionary florees.**

Thé joyful Barogué interior 
of the Church at Wiesfeld— 
wh i t e , gold and rich pastel 
shades — every surface paint­ 
ed or carved and beautifully 
decorated; 
The high Alpine passes, with 
the road sometimes seeming 
to hang in mid-air;

Sugar Beet Growers Have To Take 
j Turns Moving Crop To The Mill

Two Wheatgrasses 
Recommended For 
Seeding On Rangeland 


DAVIS —Twoperennial wheat­ 
grasses, after extensive testing 
by the University of California, 
are 
recommended for range 
seeding in northeastern Cali­ 
fornia. 
Oahe (Oh-wah-hee)andNordan 
have p r o v e d promising for 
seeding sagebrush ranges. The 
g r a s s e s have been growing 
since 1956 on the UC demon­ 
stration range near the town of 
Likely in Modoc County, said 
Burgess L. ICay, UC agronomy 
specialist. 
The two varieties are results 
of a testing program conducted 
by the Department of Agronomy 
at Davis and the Agricultural 
E x t e n s i o n Service in Modoc 
County. 
Oahe intermediate wheatgrass 
has frequently produced highest 
yields 
in the trials. Under­ 
ground stems or rhizomes may 
be e x p e c t e d to thicken the 
stands in the years following 
seeding. 
The name comes from an ab­ 
breviation of the Sioux word for 
“ Big House.” Oahe was bred 
and released by the South Da­ 
kota Agricultural Experiment 
Station in 1961. 
Nordan is frequently the high­ 
est producer in trials among the 
crested wheatgrasses. It was 
released in 1953 by the North 
Da kot a Agricultural Experi­ 
ment Station and the Agricul­ 
tural Research Service of the 
U, S. Department of Agricul­ 
ture. 
Because seeds of Nordar. cres­ 
ted wheatgrass are larger than 
other crested types. Nordan is 
easier to establish. In the past, 
small seed size has made crest­ 
ed wheatgrass difficult to es­ 
tablish. Pubescent or interme­ 
diate wheatgrasses with larger 
s e e d s 
are more commonly 
planted. 
Crested wheatgrass does not 
reseed itself in northeastern 
California. 
Since 
c r e s t e d 
wheatgrass does not produce 
rhizomes, the stand will thin 
out as plants die, and may even­ 
tually need to be reseeded. 


Both varieties will crowd out 
annual bromegrass — some­ 
times called cheatgrass, downy 
brome, or bronco grass. Oahe 
and Nordan both have high seed­ 
ling vigor and may be planted 
e i t h e r in late fall or early 
spring. 
Both have 
survived 
growing seasons with less than 
a 5-inch total precipitation. 


Lygus Bug Develops 
Resistance To Sprays 
Used For Years 


FRESNO—The lygus bug, a 
major insect pest of cotton, 
beans, and seed crops, is start* 
ing to resist organophosphate 
sprays that have controlled it 
for many year. 
This bad news was confirmed 
in recent weeks by University oí 
California laboratory tests. 
UC entomologist said: 
1. 
Lygus bug populations 
showing substantial resistance 
have been found in western 
Fresno County. 
They almost 
certainly exist along the en. 
tire west side of the San Joaq­ 
uin Valley, where the total pest 
population has been regularly 
exposed to organophosphates. 
2. 
On the east side of the 
valley, where there are large 
untreated populations of lygus 
bugs, resistance toorganophos* 
phates is developing much more 
slowly, but it exits. 
3. 
Throughout the valley, 
resistant populations can be 
expected to take over. 
This 
may happen next year in some 
districts and during the fol­ 
lowing two or three years or 
longer in others. 
4. 
No entirely satisfactory 
substitute insecticides that can 
be generally used against lygus 
are available now. 
The best 
hopes for the future are use of 
systemics that may overcome 
the resistance problems, de­ 
velopment of entirly new types 
of insecticides, or use of cul­ 
tural controls such as strip* 
cutting alfalfa.

New Associate Dean 
Of Agriculture 
At Gil Poly 


SAN LUIS OBISPO—Dr. John 
W. West, who has been head 
of the poultry science depart­ 
ment at the Oklahoma State 
University since 1956, will be­ 
come associate dean of agricul­ 
ture at the California State 
Polytechnic College, San Luis 
Obispo, Sept. 16. 
West will fill the position 
made vacant by the permanent 
appointment of J. Cordner Gib­ 
son as dean of agriculture last 
spring. 
The new Cal Poly associate 
dean has spent 16 years in 
agricultural education at the 
university level, first as an as­ 
sociate professor of poultry 
science at Mississippi State 
University from 1952 to 1956, 
and since 1956 at the Oklahoma 
State Ualversitsr.

Men who grow sugar beets 
are just like all other farmers 
when it comes to getting in the 
crop. They waste no time. 
There are a few differences, 
however, which Gary Dutro ex­ 
plained to me one evening last 
week. Talking to him during 
the day was impossible above 
the roar of tractors, and trucks, 
and he hardly took time out for 
lunch. 
To begin with, said Dutro, you 
don’t plant sugar beets unless 
they are contracted. There is 
only one company buying the 
beets in Tehama County, and 
harvest runs pretty much to 
their dictates. That is, the pro­ 
cessing mill in Hamilton City 
can take only 200 tons per day. 
A man with a one-row digger 
can dig the same amount in 
eight hours. 
This brings about some good 
natured competition among the 
county’s six or seven growers 
because they can’t all dig at 
once or they flood the mill. 
There is a certain advantage in 
digging first to get it all over 
with and prepare the fields for 
some other crop. But those 
who dig last will get a better 
sugar content and that is the 
name of the game. 
Dutro said that the sugar con­ 
tent beets grown in the county 
is about average, but the yield 
is above the state average of 
25 to 26 tons per acre. On Du- 
tro’s fields at least, and as far 
as he knows, for the rest of the 
country’s thousand acres of su­ 
gar beets, this has been an out­ 
standing year. Apparently beets 
are a cool weather plant and our 
unusual summer has been ideal 
for them. 
The whol e thing begins for 
Gary Dutro in March, which he 
considers the best month for 
planting. The term “ precision 
planting” can be applied to the 
entire operation. Seeds come 
encased in clay so they are all 
the same size and mechanical 
planters can handle them. Seeds 
n o wa d a y s 
are 
monogerm, 
meaning they send up only one or 
two sprouts instead of three or 
four as they use to. This makes 
possible m e c h a n i c a l thin­ 
ning, which Dutro started two 
years ago. He figures this thin­ 
ning by machine saves him $18 
an acre. 
During the intense heat of sum - 
mer, the beets must be irriga­ 
ted once a week, but Dutro 
does not spray his beets, hav­ 
ing found it entirely unneces­ 
sary so far. 
At harvest, the fields are div­ 
ided. The digger moves up one 
side and down the other. An 
effort is made to keep a truck 
at all times under the weird 
looking arm that dumps the 
beets from cart to truck by con­ 
veyor belt. As soon as a truck 
is loaded, off it goes to the 
dump on the railroad spur at 
Los Molinos, where another 
fascinating o p e r a t i o n takes 
place. 
The truck is driven on a scale, 
the driver hops out and it is 
weighed. The driver then jumps 
back in and pulls the truck a- 
head a few feet where a large 
hydraulic lift is attached to the 
right side of the hinged bed. 
Within minutes all the beets 
have been tipped into a giant 
hopper and run through a maze 
of belts and machinery and are 
dumped into waiting railroad 
cars. During this process a 
sample bag of beets is ob­ 
tained from each load brought 
in so that the sugar company 
can get an accurate estimate 
of sugar content. Also, the dirt 
on the beets is separated and 
weighed and the loss is given to

In areas 
to the south, said Dutro, the 
leaves are fed to cattle and are 
quite good, but he doesn’t know 
of anyone doing it in this coun­ 
ty. 
Deep fertile soil is best for 
beets, with their long tap roots 
— so they cannot be grown just 
anywhere. Being cool weather 
plants, sugar beets seem to like 
a cool period just before they 
are harvested to bring up their 


sugar content. They can even 
go through the winter beauti­ 
fully if necessary, but it is abad 
thing if any are allowed to do so. 
Dutro said that this would eli­ 
minate any chance of a disease 
free area for the next year. 
It may seem odd in this day of 
monstrous farm machinery,but 
digging beets one row at a time 
is still practical. There are 
larger diggers available, even 
up to six row diggers. But with 
a quota imposed by the sugar 
companies, a man can already 


dig more in a day than he is 
supposed to deliver. 
In a situation like this, a lar­ 
ger digger would mean more 
expense in trucks for hauling, 
and getting done so early in the 
day that there would be nothing 
for hired help to do.

Two Wheotgrasses 
Recommended For 
Seeding On Rangeland 


DAVIS —Two perennial wheat- 
grasses, after extensive testing 
by the University of California, 
are 
recommended for range 
seeding in northeastern Cali­ 
fornia. 
Oahe (Oh-wah-hee)andNordan 
have p r o v e d promising for 
seeding sagebrush ranges. The 
g r a s s e s have been growing 
since 1956 on the UC demon­ 
stration range near the town of 
Likely in Modoc County, said 
Burgess L. Kay, UC agronomy 
specialist. 
The two varieties are results 
of a testing program conducted 
by the Department of Agronomy 
at Davis and the Agricultural 
E x t e n s i o n Service in Modoc 
County. 
Oahe intermediate wheatgrass 
has frequently produced highest 
yields 
in the trials. Under­ 
ground stems or rhizomes may 
be e x p e c t e d to thicken the 
stands in the years following 
seeding. 
The name comes from an ab­ 
breviation of the Sioux word for 
“ Big House.” Oahe was bred 
and released by the South Da­ 
kota Agricultural Experiment 
Station in 1961. 
Nordan is frequently the high­ 
est producer in trials among the 
crested wheatgrasses. It was 
released in 1953 by the North 
Da k ot a Agricultural Experi­ 
ment Station and the Agricul­ 
tural Research Service of the 
U. S. Department of Agricul­ 
ture. 
Because seeds of Nordan cres­ 
ted wheatgrass are larger than 
other crested types. Nordan is 
easier to establish. In the past, 
small seed size has made crest­ 
ed wheatgrass difficult to es­ 
tablish. Pubescent or interme­ 
diate wheatgrasses with larger 
s e e d s 
are more commonly 
planted. 
Crested wheatgrass does not 
reseed itself in northeastern 
California. 
Since 
c r e s t e d 
wheatgrass does not produce 
rhizomes, the stand will thin 
out as plants die, and may even­ 
tually need to be reseeded. 


Both varieties will crowd out 
a n n u a l bromegrass — some­ 
times called cheatgrass, downy 
brome, or bronco grass. Oahe 
and Nordan both have high seed­ 
ling vigor and may be planted 
e i t h e r in late fall or early 
spring. Both have 
survived 
growing seasons with less than 
a 5-inch total precipitation. 


Lygus Bug Develops 
Resistance To Sprays 
Used For Years 


F R E S N O — The lygus bug, a 
major insect pest of cotton, 
beans, and seed crops, is start* 
ing to resist organophosphate 
sprays that have controlled it 
for many year. 
This bad news was confirmed 
in recent weeks by University of 
California laboratory tests. 
UC entomologist said: 
1. 
Lygus bug populations 
showing substantial resistance 
have been found in western 
Fresno County. 
They almost 
certainly exist along the eiw 
tire west side of the San Joaq- 
uin Valley, where the total pest 
population has been regularly 
exposed to organophosphates. 
2. 
On the east side of the 
valley, where there are large 
untreated populations of lygus 
bugs, resistance to organophos­ 
phates is developing much more 
slowly, but it exits. 
3. 
Throughout the valley, 
resistant populations can be 
expected to take over. 
This 
may happen next year in some 
districts and during the fol* 
lowing two or three years or 
longer in others. 
4. 
No entirely satisfactory 
substitute insecticides that can 
be generally used against lygus 
are available now. 
The best 
hopes for the future are use of 
systemics that may overcome 
the resistance problems, de­ 
velopment of entirly new types 
of insecticides, or use of cul­ 
tural controls such as strip, 
cutting alfalfa.

Men who grow sugar beets 
are just like all other farmers 
when it comes to getting in the 
crop. They waste no time. 
There are a few differences, 
however, which Gary Dutro ex­ 
plained to me one evening last 
week. Talking to him during 
the day was impossible above 
the roar of tractors, and trucks, 
and he hardly took time out for 
lunch. 
To begin with, said Dutro, you 
don't plant sugar beets unless 
they are contracted. There is 
only one company buying the 
beets in Tehama County, and 
harvest runs pretty much to 
their dictates. That is, the pro­ 
cessing mill in Hamilton City 
can take only 200 tons per day. 
A man with a one-row digger 
can dig the same amount in 
eight hours. 
This brings about some good 
natured competition among the 
county’s six or seven growers 
because they can’t all dig at 
once or they flood the mill. 
There is a certain advantage in 
digging first to get it all over 
with and prepare the fields for 
some other crop. But those 
who dig last will get a better 
sugar c cm tent and that is the 
name of the game. 
Dutro said that the sugar con­ 
tent beets grown in the county 
is about average, but the yield 
is above the state average of 
25 to 26 tons per acre. On Du- 
tro’s fields at least, and as far 
as he knows, for the rest of the 
country’s thousand acres of su­ 
gar beets, this has been an out­ 
standing year. Apparently beets 
are a cool weather plant and our 
unusual summer has been ideal 
for them. 
The whole thing begins for 
Gary Dutro in March, which he 
considers the best month for 
planting. The term “ precision 
planting” can be applied to the 
entire operation. Seeds come 
encased in clay so they are all 
the same size and mechanical 
planters cam handle them. Seeds 
n o wa d a y s 
are 
monogerm, 
meaning they send up only one or 
two sprouts instead of three or 
four 
they use to. This makes 
possible m e c h a n i c a l thin­ 
ning, which Dutro starteu two 
years ago. He figures this thin­ 
ning by machine saves him $18 
an acre. 
During the intense heat of sum - 
mer, the beets must be irriga­ 
ted once a week, but Dutro 
does not spray his beets, hav­ 
ing found it entirely unneces­ 
sary so far. 
At harvest, the fields are div­ 
ided. The digger moves up one 
sid?» and down the other. An 
effort is made to keep a truck 
at all times und^r the weird 
looking arm that dumps the 
beets from cart to truck by con­ 
veyor belt. As soon as a truck 
is loaded, off it goes to the 
dump on the railroad spur at 
Los Molinos, where another 
fascinating o p e r a t i o n takes 
place. 
The truck is driven on a scale, 
the driver hops out and it is 
weighed. The driver then jumps 
back in and pulls the truck a- 
head a few feet where a large 
hydraulic lift is attached to the 
right side of the hinged bed. 
Within minutes all the beets 
have been tipped into a giant 
hopper and run through a maze 
of belts and machinery and are 
dumped into waiting railroad 
cars. During this process a 
sample bag of beets is ob­ 
tained from each load brought 
in so that the sugar company 
can get an accurate estimate 
of sugar content.

They would 
be trained not alone in g u erril­ 
la tactics but in pacification 
techniques. 
If the proposed new policy 
change is adopted, never again 
would m assive m ilitary a s sist­ 
ance be sent to help allies 
which are threatened by insur­ 
rection. In s t e a d , counter-in­ 
surgency units would be rushed 
in to help the threatened gov­ 
ernm ents build up their own in­ 
digenous forces. 
The secret study, incidentally, 
calls for the c o u n t e r - i n s u r ­ 
gency program to be developed 
jointly by the Defense D epart­ 
ment, Central Intelligence A- 
gency and Agency for Interna­ 
tional Development. The mobile 
units would be strictly p a ra ­ 
m ilitary. 
Humphrey’s reasoning is that 
the U. S. must learn to fight 
on the sam e level as the guer­ 
rilla s who are being sent to in­ 
filtrate non-Communist coun­ 
trie s.

The mobile 
units would be strictly para­ 
m ilitary. 
Humphrey’s reasoning is that 
the U. S. must learn to fight 
on the sam e level as the guer­ 
rillas who are being sent to in­ 
filtrate non-Communist coun­ 
tries. He has called this new 
kind of w arfare “ as revolution­ 
ary as gunpowder.“

VIETNAM MISTAKES 
Intim ates say that Humphrey 
p r i v a t e l y believes we have 
overextended the commitment 
to South Vietnam, thus tying 
down our forces and severely 
reducing our ability to act else­ 
where in the F ar East. 
We would be hard pressed to­ 
day to honor our defense agree­ 
ments with other Asian nations. 
For our reserves have been de­ 
pleted and our supplies divert­ 
ed to meet the demands of Viet­ 
nam. This has created danger­ 
ous scarcities, which have re ­ 
duced our readiness in other 
areas. 
While the Soviets have d is­ 
patched w arships to the Indian 
Ocean, for example, our need 
for w arships in Vietnam has 
been so pressing that we have 
been forced to c a n c e l Navy 
visits to Indian Ocean ports. 
Particularly in Asia, where 
half of the world’s population is 
concentrated, there should be a 
limited need for Am erican man­ 
power. Our Asian allies may 
need our weaponry and tech­ 
nology, our financial and logis­ 
tical support; but they have a 
surplus of manpower.

WRONG TRAINING 
If the South Vietnamese don’t 
fight as well as the Viet Cong 
Humphrey believes, it is be 
cause they haven’t been trained 
and motivated properly. F or 12 
years, the United States has o r­ 
ganized, trained and equipped 
the South Vietnamese Army. 
It has been built in the image 
of the U. S. Army, a conven­ 
tional force taught from West 
Point texts and drilled in W est 
Point tactics. 
Given the proper training and 
right Indoctrination, the South 
Vietnamese arm y could become 
a viable force. For it comes 
from the same stock, same 
villages, sam e background as 
the Viet Cong. 


Note: There would be a num­ 
ber of advantages to using Aslan 
troops to fight Asian w ars. For 
one, it would cost the tax­ 
payers only (me-twentieth as 
much to keep an Aslan soldier 
in the field as it does to send 
over an American soldier. The 
savings would be considerable 
since it costs an estim ated $50,- 
000 a year to keep a GI in 
Vietnam. 
CASE AGAINST CONGRESS 
T here is an infernal loathing 
for reform on Capitol Hill. 
R eform ers like Congressmen 
Don Rumsfeld, R -Ill., and Joe 
R esnick, D-N. Y., are put in 
their place. The old codgers 
who run Congress sim ply won’t 
brook interference. 
They are arrogant, arbitrary 
and a b s t r u s e . Anyone who 
watched the Dem ocratic con­ 
vention on television got an in­ 
sight into their ways. For the 
sam e men who rule the House 
also ran the convention, and they 
showed the same intolerance 
for unauthorized views. 
The authors of this column ap­ 
peared b e f o r e the platform 
com m ittees of both conventions 
to p ress for Congressional re­ 
form s. We cited nam es and 
deeds from our book, “ The 
Case Against C ongress.’’ 
In M iami Beach, cur call for 
reform never got beyond the 
hearing room. Any reference to 
Congressional ethics was rul­ 
ed out by Illinois Sen. Everett 
D irksen, the Republican plat­ 
form chairm an, who has always 
battled inside the Senate against 
reform s. 
In Chicago, Vice President 
Humphrey at least put up a bat­ 
tle for a Congressional ethics 
plank. He directed his staff 
representative, W illiam Welsh, 
to draft a strong plank calling 
for reform s. This was pushed 
vigorously by the Humphrey 
forces, but they w ere over­ 
ruled by Louisiana’s Rep. Hale 
Boggs, the Dem ocratic plat­ 
form chairm an. 
Both Dirksen and Boggs, of 
course, belong to the bipartisan 
clique that controls Congress 
and always resists reform s. 
D irksen led the fight against 
a Senate code of ethics which 
might have restricted his law 
practice. He has a habit of 
championing the legislative in­ 
terests of clients that retain 
his law firm in Peoria, 111. 
Boggs has gone to bat for 
banking, shipyard and export­ 
ing p o r t interests that have 
showed their gratitude at cam ­ 
paign tim e. He has also bol­ 
stered his family income by 
keeping his wife, Corinne, on the 
public payroll. Son Tommy also 
turned up for a while on the pay­ 
roll of the Joint E c o n o m i c 
Com m ittee. Rep. Boggs hap­ 
pens to be a power on the com­ 
m ittee.
